ON THE FARM i I

At the time of writing we are waiting for the first lambs to ‘fall’. A 
lot of the ewes are well ‘bagged up’ and look rather uncomfortable ti! 
so we should not have long to wait and then it will be non-stop for a few weeks when 
the sheep will take priority over everything else. Over the years lambing has changed 
out of all recognition. When | left schoo! we lambed outside during April and used 
wooden hurdles to make up the lambing pens just for any problem cases, but the 
lambing losses were very much higher and the lambing percentage was only about 115- 
120 lambs sold per 100 ewes. Today we need to be able to sell 175 lambs per 100 ewes. 
The main cause of the losses was the weather. A new-born lamb will stand any amount 
of dry cold weather as long as it has a full stomach but if it is wet, cold and muddy it 
will not survive for long. One method we used to revive a cold lamb was to wrap it in 
an old towel and put it in the bottom oven of the Rayburn. Another trick wasa nip of 
whisky or gin from father’s hip flask. | well remember one Sunday morning when my 
younger brother (he was about 6 at the time) and ! had gone with father to the lambing 
pens, father left brother and the hip flask in the landrover. When we got back the flask 
was empty and brother was sound asleep. He woke up with a hangover and had the 
next day off school. (He always did have all the luck!) 
Over the last few weeks we have been able to get on with some fencing and tree 
lopping work. We managed to replace a dilapidated fence which divided 2 of our 
meadows despite the ground being very wet. But we had to use a tractor fitted with 
flotation tyres for the post driver and transport everything else by hand. After lambing 
we shall divide the other meadow and clean out the dike to give us a better control of 
the grazing. With the open weather the crops look well and | would think that every 
winter bean seed has grown because they are too thick and will need to be cross 
harrowed to thin them out. The grass paddocks where the ewes and lambs go after 
lambing have a good ‘bite’ on them and will be a nice change for the ewes after the 
winter hay. 
The bees have all been fed again and seem to be in good form but the Woodpeckers 
have made rather a mess of a number of the hives. These will have to be replaced 
when the weather warms up and it is safe to open the brood chambers. 
The first harbingers of spring have arrived - a batch of Government forms to be filled in, 
along with reams of new regulations and red tape to be sorted out, spray buffer zones, 
new head jand width regulations (which can now only be 2m from the hedge centre) and 
ear tags for sheep. Nothing on ear tags for bees as yet, but there is always next year.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for March 1850: 

4th MARCH - | attended the Crown Court in Oxford, | had two cases in the calendar - a 
burglary from Adderbury (the Red Lion) where the prisoner was acquitted - and a larceny 
from Somerton by two yong men from this place, one was acquitted, the other to be 
imprisoned for 4 months. 

8th MARCH - | called at the Vicarage this evening and informed Mr. Wilson that | intended to 
present to the Vicars of Deddington in perpetuum a certain plot or piece of ground at the 
back of the Infant School, adjoining the Vicarage garden. 

14th MARCH - We reached Oxford, when Holford and | immediately prepared to go down to 
New College. Holford was duly entered as a member of the University, being admitted as a 
gentleman commoner of New College. 

20th MARCH - | started to Thornton Hall, Bucks. to be present at my brother John's wedding 
tomorrow. | called at Tingewick and sat an hour with my Father. 

21st MARCH - My brother John's wedding day. At 11 o'clock the bridal party proceeded to 
the Church in walking order from the old Hall - the pathway being matted over and strewed 
with flowers. 

23rd MARCH - Mrs. Faulkener and her daughter called, to ask for a turn into the Infirmary for 
J. Clarke's wife - | could not help having one in-patient there, the rule being not to have two 
in at one time from any subscriber.

GARDENING NOTES 


A few thoughts about Hydrangeas, which are so hard to spell and tricky 
to grow in some soils. The name is Greek and means Water-vessel, AR” 

the seed capsule being vase shaped. This shrub is recommended for acid soils and is 
not supposed to do well in our area. But | have had a clump of them for many years 
and season after season they produce huge pink blooms. My trouble with them is that | 
don't much like them. | don't think the big bright blobs of colour look good. Someone 
gave me a pot of a bright blue variety. The next year it bloomed and produced balloons 
of blue which clashed horribly with the pink. 

The variety | would settle for is the daintier Lace-cap which grows in profusion at 
Hidcote and Wisley. | have tried them several times in our garden but they don't like it 
here. On the other hand the climbing H.Petiolaris with the pretty white lace-cap flower 
heads does well. It is a very satisfactory shrub, self adhesive, tough and likes a North 
wall - no pruning needed. The books tell you that the mop-head Hydrangeas should be 
pruned late in Spring when’ the first leaves show green. The idea is that last year's 
dried flower heads will protect the new growth from late frosts. However, {'m inclined to 
chop them right back to the third bud nice and early. Ralph says he rather likes 
Hydrangeas. His mother always had some in her front garden and was proud of them. 
He says she put nails in the soil round them to keep them blue. MARIANNE ELSLEY
